The Largest Faternity Building in the
World,

IT WILL BE EIGHTEEN STORIES HIGH,

The Corner Stone Linid Last Week —
Illinois' Oddfellows' Home—
News and Notes Among the
HSecoret Societies.

Tne mnsons of Chisago Inid the Cornor
stone of the new Masonie temple last Thurs-
day with imposing ceremonies, The cere-
mony was under the auspices of the grond
lodge, and was pacticipated in by all the ns-
sonle bodies In the city,  The procession wus
formed on Michigan avenue ot Adaps strect
ann moved by a dlrouitous route to the site of
the temple, ot the northenst corney of State
and Randolph streets, where the grand mus-

ter ladd the cornee-stane in accordance  with
the anclont usages of the oraft,
Noroun T, Gasserte, the prime mover In

the temple project, recently suid to a Chicago
Horald veporter. “*It will be the largest
building on earth, snd in  many ways totally
diferent from any other stractive I exist-
onee,  The halls and coreidors on the various
floors will by named and numbered as are the
streets and avennes of a city,  Instead of
being known os the first Hoor, the main
corridor of the second story will be called
Gurney streot in honor of ‘I 1. Gurney.

*This is the only name as  yot decided an,
but all the streets will be pamed  after Ma-
sonic notables. The iden of giving them
names s to do awaywithall Ideas of  alti-
tdes  The buildiong will be eighteen stories
high, and  the mere meation of the seven-
teenth oo elghtecnth story might discouvage
ome people, if they woere looking foran
oftice, Thae foundstion will be of steel ralls,
Faol floor will be lHken spun of & cantilevor
bridge. They will be drawn together with
1od not bolts, so that there can ubsolytely be
no vibeation, The stmospherie pressure hos
beon firured in an exaggporated way. 5o hias
the velocity of the wind. To particulavize:
The temple will be bulle sons 1o rosist #uc
cossfully the wind nt s veloo it{ of 1 miles
an hour,  Such awind would level all the
ordluary business blocks of the eity. We
have provided to have each Hoor strong
enough to sustaln o welght of as mauy peaple
as could be packed in solil as saxdines on
overy foot of space.

Wi upper floor will be as strong as the
lower, Bullt on this principle it could be
safoly made lorty stories high on that foun-
dation. The only objection would be it
would require too much rovm for elovators,
We now will bave fourteon olevutors, eight
foot cars, ull arranged ina circlo. That's
more slovators than there are in any other
bullding in the city. Ixternally the four
sldes of the templo will be exacily alike It
will ulllu.-lu' the sime, no matter from what
direction viewed, Work will be rushed right
along, The temple will be completed and
oroupled on Muy I, 152, an even year before
the world®s fair opens. W
